A non-hem friend and I set out for: Mexico 
during the last half of spring vacation from 
school. We arrived at Ed's in the late after- 
noon, just in time for dinner. We met his 
fanily and all the deaf children at dinner. 


Besides five of his harmonics living 
there, he has about 12 deaf children, ranging 
in age from 5 to 18, % of which ere girls. 


After dinner, we got the grand tour of 
the rench, 500 acres worth. About 400 acres 
are rocky hills. He has a house, workshop and 
a dormitory, with another one under construc- 
tion, and of course a chow hall. 


The ranch is there because Ed feels that 
there is @ need to train deaf people. In Mex- 
ico, deaf people have a hard time making it 
without any schooling. The rench is supported 
by donations from churches and other groups, 
most notably, hems. 


‘We spent 15 deys longer than planned, 
helping out, visiting thet tourist trap En- 
senade, and teking pictures (attn. V.P. we 
might be willing to show:the slides at a 
meeting if you can't find a program some 
month).

A replay of the 1906 earthquake will be simulated as it affected | 
the San Andreas Fault; all Bay Area Red Cross Chapters will be involved. 


Reports of damage, reQuests for mutual aid will be sent from 
local chapters to Red Cross Division Headquarters in San Francisco using 
any or all support groups including amateur redio, citizen band, and 
Civil Air Patrol communi cations services. 


In all probability there will be participation by the 
Pacific Telephone Company, CAP, REACT, WCARS, Army MARS, and 
the communications facility of the U S General Services Administration. 


At the present time it is anticipated the MDARC will be reQuested 
to establish communications with all Hast Contra Costa County medical 
facilities, all City government headquarters (usually the Police Department), 
State Office of Emergency Services, County Emergency Services and other 
as yet unknown agencies. The "other agencies" will become known as the 
scenario unfolds on April first. 


! Right now I anticipete thet there will be a need for about 30 
Sites to be covered by MDARC operetors. I do not have the times of the 
test as yet but this will be announced. at a later time. I suggest that 
those who would like to participate make arrangements with a "buddy" to 
assist them since developments may make it desirable to have a helper 

to log messages, act as 4 "runner" to locate individuals, or check sites, 
etc. so we may have use for es many as 60 persons. 


Our besic communicetions missions will be to communicate from 
locations such as Bethel Island to Red Cross- Concord and then from 
Red Cross-Concord to Red Cross-San Francisco and/or Oekland. 


More specific informetion at e later date vie WR6AHK end other 
devious methods of communications, possibly--heaven forbid--by telephone.
